TEAM NOTES AGAINST TORONTO FC 


New England leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two clubs with an 8-4-7 
record against TFC. 

The Revs were 3-0-0 against Toronto FC in the 2014 season, with two matches played on the 
road. That was the first time either side had swept the other in a season series. 

Saturday’s match is the first of three meetings between the sides this season with TFC visiting 
returning to Gillette Stadium on August 1 and New England visiting BMO Field on Sept. 13. 
New England is 6-2-2 all-time at home against Toronto FC and 2-2-5 on the road. 

This is the third straight year in which the two sides will meet three times and the fourth time in 
nine years that the teams meet three times. 

The Revolution and TFC have never met outside the MLS regular season. 


PLAYER NOTES AGAINST TORONTO FC 


Lee Nguyen has three goals and one assist against Toronto FC, with all coming in the 2014 
season. He scored the game-winning goal in each of the three games last season and added 
an assist on Kelyn Rowe’s goal on August 30, 2014. 

Andy Dorman also has three goals against Toronto FC, including a pair of goals in the teams’ 
first-ever meeting on April 14, 2007. 

Juan Agudelo has three goals in four games against Toronto FC. He scored his second goal 
as a member of the Revs on May 25, 2013. His two other goals came when he was a member 
of the New York Red Bulls with both coming in a 5-0 win on July 6, 2011 at Red Bull Arena. 

Teal Bunbury has scored twice against Toronto - once as a rookie while with Sporting Kansas 
City, and then once with the Revs in a 3-0 win on August 30, 2014. 

Diego Fagundez has also tallied two goals against TFC, including one game-winner, which 
came in a 2-0 win on May 25, 2013 at Gillette Stadium. 

Chris Tierney has one goal and a team-best four assists against Toronto. Tierney set up 
Diego Fagundez for the game-winner against TFC on May 25, 2013. Tierney’s first two career 
assists were recorded at BMO Field against Toronto FC: on August 23, 2008 and May 23, 
2009. He also recorded an assist in the side’s most recent meeting, setting up Lee Nguyen 
on October 25, 2014. His lone goal against TFC was a 94th-minute equalizer at BMO Field on 
June 23,2012 

Kelyn Rowe has scored one goal and added two assists against Toronto. He had a one-goal, 
one-assist performance at BMO Field on August 30, 2014 

Charlie Davies also has one goal against Toronto, which came when he was a member of 
D.C. United in 2011 

Jeremy Hall, who played three seasons for Toronto before being traded to the Revs in Decem¬ 
ber 2014, has one assist against TFC - coming as a member of the Red Bulls in a 5-0 win on 
October 24, 2009 at Giants Stadium 

Bobby Shuttleworth is 4-2-1 against TFC, with an 0.71 GAA, including three shutouts. Two of 
his three shutouts came in the last two games between the sides _ 


LAST REGULAR-SEASON MEETING 


New England Revolution 1, Toronto FC 0 

October 25, 2014 at Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. - Lee Nguyen scored the only goal of the game as the New England 
Revolution earned a 1-0 win over Toronto FC at Gillette Stadium. Nguyen’s goal pushed his season 
total to 18, tied for third in MLS this season and the second-highest total by a midfielder in MLS 
history. New England took the lead in the 35th minute when Jose Goncalves chipped a pass over to 
Chris Tierney on the left flank, who cut the ball back to Nguyen inside the area and Nguyen slotted a 
right-footed shot into the net for his league-leading ninth game-winning goal of the season. Toronto 
FC forced Revs goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth into four saves en route to his eighth shutout of the 
season.

TEAM NOTES 


UNBEATEN STREAK UP TO EIGHT 

While last Friday night’s 2-2 draw with Orlando City snapped the Revs’ three-game 
winning streak, it did extend the Revs’ unbeaten streak to eight games. This is 
the second-longest unbeaten streak in club history with just a 12-game unbeaten 
streak that began in the final game of the 2004 season and continued for the first 
11 games of 2005, extending longer. In order to match that streak, the Revs would 
need to take at least a point from every game in the month of May. To match their 
8-0-4 record from the previous 12-game unbeaten streak, the Revs would need to 
go 3-0-1 over the next five games to get to take 27 of a possible 36 points from an 
8-0-4 record. 

New England’s eight-game unbeaten streak is tied for the longest in MLS this sea¬ 
son with D.C. United also currently in the midst of an eight-game unbeaten streak. 
Like the Revs, United is 5-0-3 in that time for 18 of a possible 24 points. 

D.C. United enter the weekend three points ahead of the Revs with a 6-1-3 record 
for 21 points. United’s 2.1 points per game are the most in MLS while the Revs’ 1.8 
points per game are the fourth most in the league. 

FORTRESS FOXBOROUGH 

With the 2-1 home win over the Red Bulls on May 2, the Revs broke the club record 
for longest home unbeaten streak by extending their current streak to 13 games. 

The streak began on July 30,2014 when the Revs beat Colorado 3-0 with the club 
going 10-0-3 at home in that time. During the Revs’ current 13-game home unbeaten 
streak, which is the third-longest current home unbeaten streak in MLS, the club has 
outscored their opponents 23-7. 

Only the Galaxy (21 games) and D.C. United (14 games) have longer home 
unbeaten streaks than the Revs, though both are on the road this weekend. The 
MLS record for the longest home unbeaten streak is held by the Houston Dynamo, 
who went 30 consecutive games without losing at home between July 2011 and April 
2013. 

Including the MLS Cup Playoffs, the Revs home unbeaten streak is now at 15 
games, going 11-0-4 since July 30, which includes a 1-0-1 mark in the postseason at 
Gillette Stadium. 

ONE-THIRD THROUGH 

Saturday night’s game against Toronto FC will be the Revs’ 11th of the season, 
bringing them to the one-third mark of the regular season. With a win over TFC on 
Saturday, the Revs will have 21 points from a 6-2-3 record for their best record in 
through 11 games since MLS went to a 34 game season in 2011. Last season the 
Revs were 6-3-2 through 11 games for 20 points after having just 13 points through 
11 games in each of the previous three seasons. 


TEAM NOTES 


GETTING THE BETTER OF TORONTO 

The Revolution enter Saturday night’s game unbeaten in their last four games 
against TFC, including three consecutive victories. In addition to winning all three 
games against Toronto FC in 2014, with Lee Nguyen tallying the game-winning goal 
in each of those games, the Revs also drew Toronto in their final meeting of 2013 
with three of those four games being played in Canada. 

All-time, New England is 8-4-7 all-time against Toronto, including a 6-2-2 mark at 
Gillette Stadium. 

ROWE REACHES CENTURY MARK... FAGUNDEZ SOON TO FOLLOW 

After coming on as a 61 st-minute substitute in the 2-2 draw with Orlando City SC, 
Kelyn Rowe became the 22nd player in Revolution history to appear in 100 regular- 
season games. Rowe marked his milestone appearance with a goal, putting the 
Revs 2-0 up in the 71st minute after intercepting a back pass, rounding Donovan 
Ricketts and finishing into an empty net. The 24-year old, who was the Revs’ first 
round pick in the 2012 MLS SuperDraft, has now scored three goals this season, 
with his goal against Orlando City adding to the two he scored in the 2-1 home win 
against San Jose on March 28, while his two assists are tied for second on the team. 

For his career, Rowe has 18 goals and 20 assists, leaving him two goals shy of 
becoming just the sixth player in Revolution history with 20 goals and 20 assists. 

Row is the second Revolution player to eclipse the 100 games played mark this 
season, joining Lee Nguyen, who did so on April 11 against Columbus Crew SC. 
They will likely soon be joined by 20-year old midfielder Diego Fagundez, who is 
fast approaching the century century milestone, making his 96th appearance as 
a second half substitute against Orlando City last Friday. Fagundez is on pace to 
become the youngest player in MLS history to appear in 100 games, breaking the 
current record, which is held by former New York and Columbus midfielder Eddie 
Gaven. Gaven played his 100th game in April 2007 at the age of 20 years and 164 
days. Fagundez will need to play in just four of the Revs’ next 13 games in order to 
eclipse Gaven’s record. 

DAVIES EQUALS PERSONAL SCORING RECORD 

Charlie Davies scored for the fourth consecutive game last Friday, scoring the open¬ 
ing goal in the Revs’ 2-2 draw with Orlando City. After opening his season account 
in Philadelphia on April 19, adding a second against Real Salt Lake a week later 
and also netting agaisnt New York and Orlando City, Davies now leads the team in 
scoring with four goals and his four-game goal scoring streak is the longest in MLS 
this year. 

This is just the 11th time that a Revolution player has scored in four straight games, 
but the third time it has been done since the start of last season with Patrick Mullins 
and Lee Nguyen each scoring in four straight regular-season games a year ago. 
However, Davies is just over halfway to the longest goal scoring streak in club his¬ 
tory with Wolde Harris scoring in seven straight games in 2000, tying an MLS record. 

In addition to Harris, only Taylor Twellman (six games in 2002) and Clint Dempsey 
(five games in 2005) have scored in more than four straight games as a member of 
the Revolution. 

Davies, who originally joined the Revs late in the 2013 season, has now matched 
the longest goal scoring streak of his MLS career, as he also scored in his first four 
games with D.C. United in 2011. The Revs are now 4-1-2 when Davies scores in the 
regular season, winning four of the last five times he has done so. This season, the 
club is 5-0-1 when Davies starts compared to 0-2-2 when he is not in the starting 
lineup. 

In the 2014 MLS Cup Playoffs, Davies tied for the MLS lead with four goals, becom¬ 
ing the first Revolution player to score multiple goals in a postseason game, scoring 
twice in the first leg of the Eastern Conference Semifinals against Columbus and 
then again in the second leg of the Eastern Conference Championship agianst the 
New York Red Bulls, sending the Revs back to MLS Cup for the first time since 
2007. 
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TEAM NOTES 


ANOTHER ASSIST FOR CALDWELL 

Revolution midfielder Scott Caldwell recorded his third assist in as many games in 
the 2-2 draw with Orlando City last Friday, dispossessing Amobi Okugo in midfield to 
set up Charlie Davies’ opening goal. Caldwell now leads the Revs and ranks 10th in 
MLS with three assists on the season. His current streak of an three straight games 
with an assist is tied for the second longest assist streak in the league, with only 
Colorado’s Dillon Powers ahead of him. 

Caldwell, who has already eclipsed his career-high for assists in a season, is the 
20th Revolution player to tally an assist in three straight games and the first to do 
so since Jermaine Jones did so from September 3-13 last season, helping New 
England earn a victory in each of his first three starts for the club. 

Caldwell, who scored the first goal of his MLS career on April 25 against Real Salt 
Lake, had never before recorded more than two assists in a season, now has seven 
regular-season assists - two in each of the first two years he was in the league, and 
three so far this season - to go along with two in the MLS Cup Playoffs for the Revs. 

HOMETOWN HEROES KEEP CONTRIBUTING 

Two New England natives once again linked up for a goal in the Revs’ 2-2 draw 
with Orlando City SC last Friday, with Charlie Davies his team-leading fourth goal 
of the season off of an assist from Scott Caldwell. The two have now linked up for 
half of Davies’ goals this season, with Caldwell also setting up Davies in the 4-0 win 
against RSLon April 25. 

Also in the win against RSL, Scott Caldwell and Chris Tierney each scored their first 
goal of the season and Charlie Davies added one as well. That was the first time in 
Revolution history that three different New England natives scored for the club in a 
regular-season game. 

On the season, New England products have combined to score six of the Revs’ 14 
goals and tally five of their 14 assists through the first 10 games. Charlie Davies 
(Manchester, N.H.) has four goals, Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.) has scored one 
goal and added a team-leading three assists, while Chris Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) 
has scored one goal and recorded one assist, and Diego Fagundez (Leominster, 
Mass.) has recorded one assist for head coach Jay Heaps (Longmeadow, Mass.). 
Last season, those four New England natives combined to score nine of the club’s 
51 goals and record 15 of 49 assists. 

SPREADING OUT THE SCORING 

While the Revs did not add any players to their list of goals and assists contribu¬ 
tors last Friday against Orlando City, no team in MLS has seen as many different 
players register an assist this season with ten players accounting for the Revs’ 14 
assists. Columbus, FC Dallas and D.C. United are in a three-way tie for second 
in the league with nine different players recording assists so far this season. Scott 
Caldwell leads the Revs with three assists, while Lee Nguyen and Kelyn Rowe have 
each recorded two assists for second on the team. Seven other players have each 
recorded a single assist, to leave the Revs tied with three other teams for the third 
most assists in MLS. 

Additonally, the Revolution head into Saturday night’s game with 14 goals in their 
first 10 games of the season, leaving them tied with two other teams (New York 
and Vancouver) for the fourth most goals in MLS this season. Those 14 goals have 
come from seven different players, tying the Revolution with Houston, LA Galaxy 
and Sporting for the second highest number of different goal scorers on the season. 
Only D.C. United has more, with nine different goal scorers. The Revs’ total is led by 
Charlie Davies who scored his team-best fourth goal last Friday, while Kelyn Rowe 
also added his third goal in the same game. Juan Agudelo and Teal Bunbury each 
have two goals while Scott Caldwell, Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney each have one. 

This balanced distribution of statistics is nothing new for the Revs. Last season, 14 
different players scored a regular-season goal for the club, tying for the second- 
most goal scorers among all MLS teams with Colorado, Chicago and Portland also 
having 14 different scorers. Only Philadelphia had more scorers with 15. The Revs 
were also near the top of MLS with 15 different players recording an assist for the 
club last season. Only Philadelphia (with 17) had more players, while Colorado, 

D.C., Montreal and Portland also had 15 different players with at least one assist. 


NATIONAL TEAM STARS TO COME FACE-TO-FACE 

Saturday night’s game could feature as many as five current U.S. National Team 
players with the Revs’ Juan Agudelo, Jermaine Jones and Lee Nguyen set to face 
off against Toronto FC’s U.S. duo of Jozy Altidore and Michael Bradley. Altidore and 
Bradley, who played for the U.S. at the 2010 World Cup along with current TFC 
teammate Robbie Findley and played alongside Jones in 2014, have each played 
against the Revs previously, but if they are both in the lineup on Saturday, it will be 
the first time that the two players with a combined 176 appearances for the National 
Team have faced New England together. 

Both Altidore and Bradley, as well as the Revs’Agudelo, began their careers in 
New York before going on to play in Europe with Bradley facing Jones three times 
in Bundesliga play for Borussia Monchengladbach and FC Schalke, respectively, 
between 2008 and 2010. 

Additionally, Charlie Davies had four goals in 17 appearances with the U.S. National 
Team between 2007 and 2009, with either Altidore or Bradley playing alongside Da¬ 
vies in 12 of those 17 games. Davies was also a teammate of Toronto FC defender 
Damien Perquis during their time together in Sochaux from 2009-2012. 

SHUTOUTS FOR SHUTTLEWORTH 

Bobby Shuttleworth enters the weekend tied for the second most shutouts in MLS 
this season with four through his first 10 games. Shuttleworth, who already ranks 
second in Revolution history with 25 shutouts in 85 career regular-season games, 
has kept three clean sheets in five games at Gillette Stadium, where 18 of his career 
shutouts have come. 

All-time, Shuttleworth is 4-2-1 against Toronto FC with four shutouts, including two 
last season. TFC has not scored a goal in the last 264 minute of play against the 
Revs. 

JONES STARTING = POINTS FOR THE REVS 

Since Jermaine Jones joined the Revolution in August 2014, the club has gone 13- 
3-4 in regular-season play and and an additional 3-1-1 in the MLS Cup Playoffs. Of 
those 25 games, Jones has started 17 of them, including 12 in the regular season. 

In those 12 games, the Revs are 9-0-3, compared to 2-1-0 when he comes off the 
bench and 2-2-1 when he is not in the squad with the Revs scoring more than twice 
as many goals as they conceded in games that Jones starts. 

In the five games that Jones has played this season, four of which have seen him 
play in central defense, the Revs have allowed just four goals while scoring 10 and 
going 3-0-2 for 11 of a possible 15 points. 

REVOLUTION HOMEGROWNS PAY HOMAGE TO THE PAST 

Zachary Herivaux, who became the Revs’ third Homegrown Player on May 2, will 
wear the No. 21 shirt for New England in honor of Revolution legend Shalrie Joseph. 
Joseph, who helped discover Herivaux and has served as a mentor to the 19-year- 
old, played in a club record 261 regular-season games for the Revs, scoring 37 
goals and adding 34 assists while being named to the MLS Best XI four times and 
the Revs’ Most Valuable Player in 2005 and 2009. 

In addition to Herivaux wearing the No. 21 shirt, Scott Caldwell wears the No. 6 shirt 
that his current head coach, Jay Heaps, wore from 2001-09 while Diego Fagundez 
wears the No. 14 shirt that Steve Ralston wore from 2002-10. 

Joseph, Heaps and Ralston rank first, third and fourth in club history in games 
played and are three of the only four players to have appeared in 200 or more 
regular-season games for New England. 

PACKWOOD BEGINS TRAINING WITH THE REVS 

The Revolution welcomed defender Will Packwood to training this week after he 
was released from his contract with Birmingham City in England. The 21-year-old, 
who was born in Massaschusetts, has spent his entire career in England, playing for 
Birmingham City while also spending time on loan with three other clubs. In addition 
to his club career, Packwood has also spent time with the U.S. Under-17, Under-18, 
Under-20 and Under23 National Teams while being called up to the full U.S. squad 
for a friendly against Ukraine in March 2014, though he did not play in that game. 
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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 



Long before the sewing of the American 
flag as we know it - before there were 
the United States, and hundreds of years 
before its slightly-altered stars and stripes 
emerged on the Revolution club badge - a 
flag of a different design was flown proudly 
in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill 
featured a red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the 
New England colonies. While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, 
over time, the design stood out as a symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and pas¬ 
sion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag 
of New England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s 
inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag 
of New England now adorns the Revolution uniforms - both as testament to the region’s 
revolutionary history, and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated at the base of the neck on the back of the club’s primary jersey and the serving 
as the inspiration for the club’s secondary kit, the flag of New England now lives in honor 
on every New England Revolution jersey. 

With the flag of New England playing such a prominent role in the Revs’ uniforms, the 
players and supporters alike are reminded that the club holds true to its community’s 
historic roots and continues to proudly represent the historic region of New England, 
while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field for each and every game.

Over the course of his time with the Revolution, Heaps has transformed the club’s roster with just five players (Kevin Alston, Darrius Barnes, Diego Fagundez, Bobby Shuttleworth and 
Chris Tierney) remaining from when he was named the sixth head coach in club history in November 2011. Smart drafting has yielded players like Andrew Farrell and Kelyn Rowe while 
players such as Teal Bunbury, Charlie Davies and Lee Nguyen have all seen their MLS careers revitalized under the tutelage of the 38-year-old’s tutelage. That group, along with the likes 
of Juan Agudelo, Scott Caldwell, captain Jose Goncalves and Jermaine Jones - all signed by New England since Heaps was named head coach - forms the core of today’s New England 
Revolution. 

That group , with the exception of Agudelo, nearly led the Revs to their first MLS Cup championship in 2014, only to fall just shy, losing 2-1 in extra time to the host LA Galaxy. The Revs 
equaled a club record for wins that season and ended the year on a 9-1-1 run that saw the club finish second in the Eastern Conference with 55 points, which were the second-most in 
club history. The team was even better in the playoffs, scoring a record seven goals to beat Columbus 7-3 on aggregate before knocking off New York 4-3 on aggregate in the Eastern 
Conference Championship for the first time since 2007 when Heaps was still playing for the Revs. 

Prior to being named the head coach of the Revolution, Heaps spent nine seasons as a player with the club. He ranks third in club hisory with 243 regular season games played and 
helped New England reach MLS Cup four times while winning the 2007 U.S. Open Cup and the 2008 SuperLiga. He served as an analyst on Revolution television broadcasts in 2010.
